PESSIMIST 

In regard to motion pictures in general, | can 
think of no better description than the one Rod 
Serling used for television, “diseased organism.” 
Probably the only decent sf movie in the last 30 
years was LORD OF THE FLIES. (Now there’s an 
arguable statement! As one who has seen virtu- 
ally every imaginative movie ever made since 
1923—and revivals of many filmed before that 
—! would certainly say that LORD OF THE FLIES 
belongs in Walt Lee’s definitive Checklist of 
Fantastic Films. | saw it previewed with Ray 
Bradbury; he hated it, | thought it was great. 
But | didn’t consider, then or now, that | was 
seeing a science fiction picture. An odd film, 
an offbeat one, one | would certainly recom- 
mend to fantasy fans. Come to think of it, ages 
ago in the old Argosy magazine they had a 
term for this kind of tale: “off-trail.” But 
whether LORD OF THE FLIES was sci-fi or no, I 
take strong exception to the assertion that 
there were probably no other decent scientifilms 
in the past 3 decades, and offer the names in 
evidence of: TRANSATLANTIC TUNNEL, THINGS 
TO COME, WAR OF THE WORLDS, DELUGE, THE 
CREEPING UNKNOWN, VILLAGE OF THE DAMNED, 
ENEMY FROM SPACE, DESTINATION MOON, FIRST 
SPACESHIP ON VENUS and DR. STRANGELOVE. 
Also the recent modestly budgeted, unspectacu- 
lar but soundly humanly interesting UNEARTHLY 
STRANGER, which | consider to be the “sleeper” 


of the year.—FJA) Everything else is either 
monsters from the moon or somewhere. Space 
wars in which fledgling Earth manages to clob- 
ber the big bad Mysterians and other such 
trivia. (Altho I personally had reservations about 
hoth of them, | know most scientifilm lovers 
were very large for FORBIDDEN PLANET & TIME 
MACHINE also.) 

Same with television. The Outer Limits is 
probably the lousiest (literally) flop sf fans have 
witnessed. (Not this fan.) Why the heck don’t 
they have mass media sf handled by someone 
who knows a little about it (not about mass 
media, about sf)? The field is certainly being 
helped little by incompetents like Stefano and 
—yes—Serling. About the only good thing on 
TV over the last year that was even remotely 
sf was a very good adaptation of Mr. Bradbury's 
The Jar. Quite frankly, | think they should dump 
the whole business. (In that event | would have 
missed such Outer Limits treats—to my taste 
—as the one about the man who evolved thru 
various stages to the supermentality of the far 
future; the house where time stood still; the 
plot against the President of the United States, 
involving malleable faces; etc. And, on other 
occasions, the late Sir Cedric Hardwicke in the 
great “Mr. Crane”; “The Power”, which Geo. 
Pal is now developing as a feature-length film; 
Geo. Orwell’s “1984”; Robt. Lindner's remarx- 
able “Jet-Propelled Couch”.) If someone comes 
along who’s willing to take the time & mental 
effort to produce good science fiction on film, 
okay! good! garlands of Moon Flowers to the 
man. But until then, why not just forget it— 
sit back and remember fondly those wonderful 
days when “twilight zone” was nothing more 
than synonymous with dusk and the wonders 
of METROPOLIS reigned supreme! Incidentally, 
the book “Metropolis” was quite incredibly bad. 
That purple prose nearly drips off the page. 
Perhaps if it had been van Vogt that had writ-

“The firstime I was ever here was 30 years ago,” 
I told my guide from the TV Publicity Dept. “They 
invited me over to see a projection room preview of 
THE BRIDE OF FRANKENSTEIN plus an instal- 
ment of the serial CALL OF THE SAVAGE with 
Buster Crabbe. He played Jan of the Jungle, a kind 
of poor man’s Tarzan created by Otis Adelbert 
Kline, the poor man’s Edgar Rice Burroughs. A 
few years later he was making FLASH GORDON 
and BUCK ROGERS serials here on the same lot. 

“T was perhaps 19 at the time and Elsa Lanches- 
ter as the Bride seemed about 10’ tall to me. Re- 
cently when I interviewed her I was amazed to find 
that instead of being an amazingly tall slim crea- 
ture she had more the figure of the late Peter Lor- 
re! I now stood far taller than she. Which is not 
to take away any of her abilities as an actress or 
not to say what a charming woman she was.”

We went directly to lunch in the Studio’s spark- 
ling new eatery, passing Debbie Reynolds on the 
way to our reserved booth. I had hardly begun to 
eat when I recognized Robert Bloch (he was pedal- 
ing his bi-Psycho) and hailed him over to our table.

After the scene was shot, I was introduced to the 
various Munsters. Super-tall Fred Gwynne’s frank- 
ensteinian make-up was so perfectly applied that, 
standing within inches of him, I could scarcely de- 
tect the border where his headpiece joined his fore- 
head. Mr. Gwynne was very jovial. I handed him a 
copy of FM and for the next 10 minutes he looked 
thru it carefully page by page. 

Lily Munster was applying her long dark artifi- 
cial nails. One of them slipped off the end of her 
finger and glided onto the floor, where it lay look- 


ing like a black beetle. I retrieved it for her and 
she thanked me with a smile that was anything but 
scary. She told me her 2 young children would be 
crazy about my magazine so I gave her copies to 
take home to them. 

Then I met the child star of THE MUNSTERS, 
Butch Patrick. “How old are you?” I asked. “Ten,’; 
he told me. He began acting in 1961, appearing op- 
posite Eddie Albert in THE TWO BEARS, later 
with Bobby Darin in PRESSURE POINT. In TV 
you've seen him in The Untouchables and My Fav 
orite Martian, among many other shows. Just as 
I was about to tell him I knew thousands of young 
boys who would gladly pay to play his role, and 
ask him how it felt to be performing in a monster 
show, a truly monstrous thing happened: his on- 
the-set school teacher called him into a little hut 
for a history lesson!

The actors & technicians at Aztec have some- 
times spent as high as $1400 on a film altho they 
try to keep the budget pretty low.

Brother Chuck is cameraman & sound technic- 
ian. A friend, Walter Fisher, is in charge of light- 
ing; Walter Roeder is assistant cameraman. 

About 5 to,6 weeks go into writing a story; 2 
months searching for locations & actors; 2 weeks 
or more are devoted to the special effects; and 
altogether it takes about half a year to complete 
a film.

One afternoon Lon dropped into my studio for a 
chat about make-up and the importance of light- 
ing on grease-paint and putty.

I took 
off my glasses and wiped them. Suddenly in the 
criss-cross of shadows I was startled by another 
face. . . that of Jesus Christ!

At the next sitting I completed the advance stills 
for “He” and just as Lon was about to leave, he said 
gently, “Clarence, I know you are a sensitive yet 
level-headed fellow. I’ve been thinking a lot about 
what happened last week. I've even been working 
on the make-up. Do you think it would be out of line 
for the monster to pose as Christ”? 

I had tears in my eyes when I put my arms 
around Lon Chaney and replied, “They tell us He 
is in all of us. Some of us find Him in strange ways. 
You name the day”! 

Lon was quite nervous that day. He had decided 
to make up in my studio. He wanted no one to know 
what he was doing. I cancelled all appointments 
and locked the front door. I set up my camera and 
waited. 

Slowly a figure walked across my studio and sat 
before my camera. In the shadow it could have been 
any man. As I switched on my lights it was the 
Christ who suffered little children to come unto 
HimS :

The next day Lon and I looked at the prints. 

It was incredible! . 

Lon smiled. A rare thing to see a smile on those 
lips which generally showed only sneers and fangs. 
It seemed a fulfillment of something. 

Lon and I were in another world for that sus- 
pended moment. Suddenly one of the louder voices 
from the Publicity Department burst into the 
room. I had forgotten to lock the door. 

“What's new, boys? Lon cooking up’ another 
shocker? I don’t know how you keep topping them. 
What's this”? 

He grabbed the print from Lon and stared at it. 

“Hey, fellows, we aren't that hard up for ma- 
terial”! 

Lon’s fist clenched. 

“Say, who posed for this? A new contract player 
trying to be different, huh? Well, kind of a new

The photos were never shown to any one. Lon 
even suggested I destroy them. But I couldn't do 
this. The publicity man’s comments had done some- 
thing to Lon. He smiled just before he left and 
said, “We had our moment, that no one can take 
from us. Thanks for everything, Clarence.” 

I put the photos in a dead file that only I knew 
about. The years passed on and Lon and I had 
many exciting photo-sessions but the Christ image 
was never mentioned. 

Time was a deceiver in those days when sound 
was poking its head into the silent screen. But 
there was tradition and one of the most enduring 
came every Christmas. We all chipped in and in 
teams went around with baskets and presents to 
our fellows who didn’t have our share of worldly 
goods. 

I will never know why I went to the dead file that 
Christmas week. As I looked through it I suddenly 
realized the Christ photos were missing. I searched 
every possible file. The Chaney stills were gone. 
There had been some improvements in the build- 
ing, the files had been moved many times, but no 
one had access to them but me. I was sick at heart. 

At the Christmas studio party, also a tradition, 
I could hardly look Lon in the face. He wasn't a 
party man and stayed just for greetings. Watch- 


ing him leave the stage I wondered what could have 
happened to those photos? How could they have 


» escaped from my own files? “God Bless Ye Merry 


Gentlemen” sung by 4 studio chorus didn’t cheer 
me any.

I cant remember who I made the Christmas 
rounds with. I know there were 3 of us and we had 
a prepared list of folks to visit. As we went from 
house to house my spirits rose at the smiles we 
brought to surprised faces. It was warm in Los 
Angeles that Christmas Eve and quite a contrast 
to the Montana yuletides I had been born to.

“You see, sir, my papa, before he was hurt in the 
accident, brought it home and said it would always 
protect us.” 





I moved to the wall. Gazed at the red circle out- 
ling the face.

Christ’s face . . . the red circle glowing about it 
almost making it move... 

“Where did your father get this picture?” 

The little boy smiled. 

“He used to work at the movie studios and one 
day in the trashcan he found this picture of Our 
Lord. And he said it was the most beautiful he had 
ever seen and he knew it would always protect us.” 

I knew the answer before I asked the question, 
“Where is your father now, son”? 

He smiled again.

The following year was a busy and revolutionary 
one for the motion picture world—1930. Pictures 
talked! Sound had arrived. Silence was dead. Con- 
fusion reigned. My beloved stars crowded my:stu- 
dio in sessions mounting almost to hysteria as they 
wondered how long they would burn bright with 
voices. 

In this year, Lon Chaney remade one of his clas- 
sic hits THE UNHOLY THREE. It scored a tre- 
mendous success. Lon played a ventriloquist who 
masqueraded as an old lady and utilized 4 differ- 
ent voices. A greater star for Lon Chaney was ris- 
ing. 

I had seen Lon sparsely that year. Always some- 
thing to interrupt us. I knew some day I had to tell 
him about that Christmas Eve.

DRACULA was next on_his list and he was giving 
this fabulous monster all the experience of his 
wy years scaring the daylights out of movie 
ans. 

The last time I saw him was in August and only 
passing in the street outside the studio commis- 


sary. 
“Lon, I know you're awfully busy with your new 
picture, but there is something I must tell you. 
How about having coffee with me in my studio 
about 3”? 
He agreed and then took off. 


he never knew 


But Lon Chaney never came at 3 that afternoon. 

He never called. 

I waited—waited for hours. It was completely 
unlike him. He had never been late for an appoint- 
ment before. 

Several days later I heard he was ill at home. 
I meant to call on him but the schedule was always 
crowding, crowding time and life. 

August 26, 1930,-Lon Chaney died of cancer of 
the throat. He had spoken only once on the sound 
screen and would never speak again. 

And I had never had the chance to speak to him 
about the Christ picture. His inspiring portrait, 
greater than life, that lived after his death—and 
may live to this day.

: Zz I'm not going to lay 
the entire plot before you 
but I will say that in one 
particular sequence of 
the film Price ably por- 
traysa haunted aristocrat 
obsessed with the idea 
that a recent run of per- 
sonal misfortune is some- 
how directly attributable 
to a “demoniac black 
cat.” To the accompani- 
ment of a raging thun- 
derstorm, Price, with 
nerves aquiver and long 
lash twitching violently in his hands, sets out to 
destroy the feline. Unexpectly, however, the cat 
turns on him, leaping with open claws full into his 
face. Wheeling back, blood spurting from his eyes, 
Price accidently overturns a burning urn which 
sets fire to the bed... 

You can be sure they all went thru blood, sweat 
& tears trying to get that sequence on film. Since 
no one, including director Corman, could get the 
cat to leap into Vincent’s face, the cat had to be 
thrown upon him from behind a statue. For safety’s 
sake, the cat’s paws were taped-up—but neither 
animal nor actor felt too happily disposed towards 
the scene. 

First take . . . and the hands of the animal train 
er crept into the shot. 





















Second take . . . and Vincent’s reaction to the 
cat jumping came a second too soon. 

Third take ... and the animal was thrown too 
hard, knocking the actor out of camera range (an 
amusing moment occured here as Price crashed 
with the cat into a pillar and slumped to the floor, 
the director anxiously calling, “Vincent! Are you 
OK?” as he did so; silence for a second , then slow- 
ly the actor came to, pretending to suffer from 
amnesia. “Where am I? What are all you people 
doing here?”) 

Fourth take ... and the cat bit its trainer (Price 
could hardly contain his mirth). 

Fifth take ... and the cat was thrown right, Vin- 
cent turned, screeched, and clutched at his eyes. 
“Print it,” said Corman calmly.

“The Shadow,” these days, comes from 11 years 
out of the past—a radio show once at the peak of 
popularity until television came along and, almost, 
sent Lamont Cranston, “wealthy socialite-about- 
town,” into obscurity. But I see I’m getting ahead 
of myself. Chances are, if you never heard the pro- 
gram, you don’t know who Lamont Cranston was. 

Well. . . it’s like Clark Kent & Superman. Cran- 
ston, the aforementioned “wealthy socialite,” was 
a spare-time crimefighter who possessed the super- 
natural power (learned from Tibetan monks) to 
cloud men’s minds and thus make himself invisible. 
(Thus the name “Shadow” . . . which itself sounds 
kind of shady, but nevertheless, the character is 
definitely a do-gooder.) 

The series was originally broadcast from 1936 
to 1948. What we're hearing these days are tapes 
from those lovable old shows . . . enacted by Brett 
Morrison & Grace Matthews. Grace plays Lamont 
Cranston’s best girlfriend, Margo Lane, who romps 
about the country getting involved in all types of 
murder mysteries. Were it not for Margo Lane, I 
think The Shadow would be out of a job.
